London, August 5.—In the course of 
the consideration of the naval esti­ 
mates in the house of commons to­ 
day Edmund Robertson (Liberal), al­

of an hour of M ephistopheles' last, soul- 
curdling laugh, and here w as th a t aw e­ 
some. fascinating person him self, tall and 
thin. In evening dress, with a very differ­ 
ent smile— the fam ous "Irv in g sm ile"— 
upon his scholarly face, 
receiving 
his 
guests as genially and gently as if he had 
never known w hat it w as to nightly hold 
the palpitating nerves of, some hundred« 
of people at once in those slender, w on­ 
derful hands. 
The scene w as a brilliant- 
one. 
Over the scarlet-carpeted slopes of 
the stage and stalls moved eight or nine 
hundred people, native costum e, or even­ 
ing dress. 
¡Magnificent Jewels shot fire 
in the rosy llght-i an English girl, gazing 
on the sultan of P erak 's head-dress, was 
observed to rem ove her single string of 
pearls from her neck to her pocket with a 
deep and trag ic sigh. 
The head-dress In 
question w as of black satin, the front of 
which blazed dazzingly w ith the mo?t 
glorious diamonds. M any were the Indian 
potentates, whose nam es I could not hear, 
the richness and color of whose costum es 
gave a splendid splash of gorgeousness 
to the already gay scene. Once more we 
sighed: "Oh! if everybody could only b<? 
labelled!” -We identified many of the E u ro ­ 
pean portion of the assem bly; they were 
representatives Of every a rt of Europe. 
Miss M ary Moore, absolutely fascinating 
as usual, w as w ith Sir Charles W yndham , 
who was, of course, receiving co ngratula­ 
tions on every side. 
M rs. P atrick Cam p­ 
bell wore a w onderful golden gown: Mrs. 
Geo. A lexander's lace w as covetable. Mr.

The 
whole circum stance of the Incendiary fires 
at Sandhurst point to their being the work 
of one or tw o evil-disposed persons, who 
are not likely to have taken any others 
Into their confidence. 
It is not the w orst 
feature of the case, th at, while a score 
or more who are innocent of the crime, 
and probably of all knowledge of it, are 
punished heavily, the real crim inals. If 
there was more th an one. escape w ith a 
penalty which probably troubles 
them 
very little. 
It is, indeed, by no m eans 
Inconceivable th a t the fires were started 
by some am iable youth who calculated 
th a t if he did not burn down, the whole 
place he would, at any rate, insure him self 
and a few others being turned out of it for 
good. 
In th a t case, so far from being 
punished, he has got exactly 
w hat 
he 
w anted, and th e authorities have simply 
played into his hands. 
The method or 
punishm ent adopted seem s to me as stupid 
as It is unjust, and its injustice is incalcu­ 
lable; 
for some flve-and-tw enty 
lads, 
m any of whom could have proved “ leir 
Innocence, are deprived of the career for 
which they have been training, the coun­ 
try loses th eir services, and their fathers 
are m ulcted heavily in cash. 


The colonial prem iers are the Hons of

and therefore we ought to m eet this by 
giving her a. preferential tariff over for­ 
eign countries in our ports.

ask this from sordid m otives, but in thn 
spirit of true patriotism . 
But if really 
the N'.’w Zealanders are so patriotic, w hy 
should they not buy our goods In prefer­ 
ence t n those of other countries?

The n ecessity of a w ell-balanced ed u ­ 
cation is apparent in every w alk of life. 
P hysical training con stitu tes a 
good 
. 5-hare of this full and harm onious de­ 
velopm ent of man. and, so far as prac­ 
ticable. the obligation of one gen era­ 
tion to the next in assu ring the best 
conditions of success in life should be 
kept con stantly tn view . 
Of all people, 
the teacher should be the first to recog­ 
nize and insist upon the n ecessity of 
p hysical training in the schools. 


The teacher is engaged in fitting the 
child for the activ ities of life, these a c­ 
tiv ities take a wide range, som etim es 
guided by choice, again, by peculiar ta l­ 
ent, or aptitude, for certain work. 
But 
w hatever incentives m ay control and 
w hatever c o u rs e m ay be pursued the 
successful issue of a career m ay be 
vouchsafed to those only w ith bodies 
sufficiently 
w ell 
developed to w ith ­ 
stand the strain of both m ental and 
physical work. 


This is the age of im m ense exp en d i­ 
ture of m ental energy, and any exten d ­ 
ed neglect of the care of the body m ust 
result speedily in the collapse of the 
w hole being. 
The cultivation and har­ 
m onious developm ent of the body, m ak ­ 
ing it a suitable tem ple for the in ­ 
dw elling of the mind, is a phase of edu­ 
cation that no conscientious teacher can 
lightly put aside. 


Flesh, bone and nerve m ust work on 
the mind. 
H ealthy bodies should su p ­ 
port studious and deep thinking m inds 
in the com ing generation. 
H ow best 
to m eet the 
condition? of "a sound 
mind in a sound body.” becom es then 
no insignificant inquiry. 


The w ise balancing of the body and 
the mind m ay be greatly facilitated by 
a system of exercises suitably graded 
to the grow ing strength and needs of 
children. 


W ith their m ultifarious lesson s 
at 
school and slight chances for work at 
home, especially in cities, som e m eans 
m ust be provided which will insure a t­ 
tention to proper physical grow th. The 
necessary exercises supplied in concise 
and attractive form m ust be set before 
the pupils. 


“A beautiful soul tn a beautiful body" 
w as the chief end of A ttic education, 
and the age of P ericles m ay not inap­ 
propriately be repeated in som e respect 
in the present day. 
"A m anhood of 
typical and u niversal perfection" is to 
be earnestly sought; and the A thenian 
grace and skill, rather than the Spartan 
ruggedness and severity, w ill serve to 
assist greatly in bringing about this 
condition of affairs am ong our youth. 
And. happily, after long endeavor on 
the part of educational leaders to train 
the mind and the soul apart from the 
body, and even to the neglect of it, we 
are com ing to dem and that the w hole 
being be educated harm oniously. 
The 
best teachers h eartily recognize this, 
and are earnestly w orking for the sam e 
result. 


The com m ittee of fiftepn urges this 
subject in no uncertain term s, say in g 
that, there should 
be som e form of 
special daily exercises, 
am ounting In 
the aggregate to one hour each week.

G. C. HEWETT TALKS 


OF WATER SITUATION. 


The follow ing is a tim ely article by 
G. C. H ew itt, a w ell-know n m ining en ­ 
gineer of this city, upon the w ater 
problem that is confronting so m any 
m ines of the Cripple Creek 
district. 
The letter is in reply to w ritin gs by 
M essrs. Mudd and W ilson th at have 
appeared in these colum ns on the sam e 
subject: 
To the Editor: 


Mr. Mudd and Mr. W ilson have ably 
and in detail 
presented 
the known 
facts In the m atter, but it m ay be w ell 
to sum m arize their statem en ts a" a 
prelude. 


B efore exploitation the ground w ater 
level w as at an altitude of about 9,500 
feet in the district. The B lue B ell tu n ­ 
nel at 9,400 feet w as the earliest m eans 
of draining any considerable area. The 
present w ater level is very near to 
9.000 feet, or 30 feet below the Standard 
tunnel, which Is 9,042 feet. 


The w ater courses are so open that 
betw een the Standard tunnel and the 
Portland mine, a distance of tw o m iles, 
the friction head has been as low as 
eight feet. 


Mr. Mudd 
estim ates 
from reliable 
data the am ount of w ater drained for 
each foot in low ering the w ater level 
in the follow ing years, viz: 
189 9 
107,000,000 gallons per foot

77,000,000 gallons per foot

The increase shown since the flow 


¡eeased from the Standard tunnel m ay 
-easily be due to the overrating of the 
pum ps in use. 
Mr. Mudd 
considers 
“it is quite probable that the q uan tity 
of w ater w ill decrease w ith depth," and 
ln-this w e will all agree. H is table cer­ 
tain ly proves either a lessening of the 
area of saturation drained or a less 
degree of saturation. 
T hese gentlem en 
appear to agree fairly w ell in bounding 
th e drainage basin as on the south and 
w est by the granite contact w ith the 
breccia and north and east by the topo- 
gfap h ical sum m it including Tenderfoot, 
Globe, Ironclad and Bull hills. 
This 
area is about 3.600 acres. 
«Both propose long tunnels as the best 
solution, and Mr. W ilson su g g ests h is 
a t an altitud e of 8.750 near the old Gold 
and Globe m ill, or 0,600 feet d istan t 
from the E lkton m ine and on the level 
o f th e present bottom of the sh a ft. 
A llow in g for the gradient of the tu n ­ 
nel th is should low er the w ater 200 
feet, or t o -8,800 feet altitude. 


A t the average of the tw-o yea rs’ 
yield per foot this would be th e re­ 
m oval of 8,000,000,000. of gallons. 
...Both gentlemen consider that the an­ 
nual increment from precipitation is 
«mall. The United States geological sur­ 
vey ,, monograph 
observations in the 


P la tte and A rkansas river basins of 
precipitation, 
evaporation and runoff 
w ith their conclusion that the am ount 
retained by subsurface and strata av er­ 
ages six inches per annum. T he runoff 
and evaporation are undoubtedly g rea t­ 
er on this 3,600 acres and the précipita­ 
tion probably lers than the average of 
the basins. 
But taking their result and 
assu m in g th at the present area of the 
w ater level is one-fourth of the su r­ 
face area, the annual addition a t pre>- 
ent sh a fts w ould be but tw o feet. 
This 
m ay certainly be neglected, and only 
em phasizes that any tunnel is of no 
perm anent u sefulness and that its cost 
m ust be returned in draining the w ater 
above its level. 


The t o p o g r a p h y n f t h e adjacent cou n ­ 
try unfortun ately prevents the loca­ 
tion of a drainage tunnel across the 
direction o f the main fracturing and 
there is therefore no likelihood that a 
tunnel m ay cut them before reaching 
its extrem e length. 


Mr. W ilson instances the Cowenho- 
ven tunnel a t Aspen and the O n ta ­ 
rio at Park City, Utah, 
overlooking 
th at 
these 
tunnels 
are 
perm anent 
drainage courses and intercepted com ­ 
ing w ater. 
T hey of course ran more 
w ater early in their history but the 
permanent, stream justified their cost. 


*The cost of the Ontario is given in 
volum e 64, page 370, E ngineering and 
M ining Journal, as $29.15 per foot. The 
cost of the Cowenhoven is not a cces­ 
sible, but d ata of a. 4.000-foot tunnel 
in andésite in California show a cost 
w ith w ages at $2.50 per day of $31.00 


The cost of a tw o mile 
tunnel has 
m any factors of uncertainty in it and 
though portions of it m ay be con tract­ 
ed at a m uch lower price, any e sti­ 
m ate m ust 
i n c l u d e a. large allow ance 
for had ground. 


The great objection to a tunnel is its 
cost in tim e, and no responsible con­ 
tractor is likely to agree to d m i- 10. - 
600 feet in m uch less than three years. 
T he cost of pum ping has also elem ents 
of uncertainty, but in the present case 
the factors are fairly w ell known and 
w ith sufficient power the cost m ay be 
kept w ithin average lim its. 


Mr. J. F. Fan n in g is an authority on 
the subject and o n jia g e 575 of his trea t­ 
ies on H ydraulic and W ater Supply 
E ngineering is a table 
of 
pum ping 
sta tistics for the supply of 24 cities b e­ 
tw een 
M ilw aukee 
and 
Boston. 
This 
table is not recent but costs have been 
declining since it w as com piled. 
The 
h eigh ts 
pumped 
vary from 50 feet at 
St. Louis to 334 feet in Philadelphia, 
and the annual 
quantities 
from 353 
million gallons at Indianapolis to 11,- 
000 m illion .gallons 
at Chicago. 
The 
average cost for the average height of 
172 feet is $1S,16 per m illion gallons, 
and the average cost per m illion gallons 
ions raised 100 feet is $10.95. and coal 
consum ed for sam e d uty 2.500 pounds. 
The cost of coal and labor at Cripple 
Creek m ay average tw ice that in the 
territory quoted, 
w hich would m ake 
the u nw atering of 200 feet cost $320,- 
000 exclu sive of cost of plant, assu m in g 
that the area drained continued as for 
the past tw o years hut that ar»a and 
saturation w ere only 43 per cent, o f the 
average of 1899 and 1900. 
A ssum ing a 
plant to drain 100 feet per annum , at t h e 
end of tw o years the am ount handled 
per foot of depth will decrease to 17,- 
000.000 gallons, if the history of the past 
four years continues itself. 


As an illustration of the im portance 
of other factors than height in affect1- 
ing costs, it is curious that in the above 
table of Fan n in g's 
the 
g reatest lift, 
334 feet, costs less than the low est lift 
of 50 feet. 


Of course all that has been said by 
Mr. Mud,d, Mr. W ilson and m e is an 
argum ent 
for 
the 
consideration 
of 
the drainage d istrict as a w hole and 
enforces the necessity of such agree­ 
m ent am ong the m any ow ners of the 
territory as will equitably share the 
great expense of future dranage. 


The pum ping arrangem ent as com ­ 
pared w ith tunneling m ay have im por­ 
tant featu res to those concerned in the 
direction of greater pliability. 


My ow n 
experience 
in pum ping in 
Cripple Creek is nil though consider­ 
able in other places and it m ust be u n ­ 
derstood that m y fa cts are taken as 
stated.

Death by His Own Hand to the Capture

whose escapades have startled the nation. for the past 60 days, lies * 
dead in Davenport, the county seat of Lincoln county. Sheriff's posses * 
anj] others are disputing the ownership of his body. Sheriff Cudihee

of Seattle, who tamo across the state to take up the long and baf- * 
fled chase, positively identified the outlaw at the inquest today.

The death was intensely tragic. For two days Tracy had terror- * 


ized the occupants of the Eddy ranch, out in the Lake Creek country, * 
three miles from the little siding of Fellows on the Central Washing- .* 
ton railroad: Then five .determined citizens of Creston, hearing of, .* 
his presence there, took their riaesand revolvers and went after him. *

They knew their business and did it without flinching. When Tracy * 


* ran they hung on his flank as the deerhound 
hangs to the hunted * 


* 
deer. Sighting the" men and securing his rifle. Tracy sought cover be- * 
hind a haystack, escaping several rifle bullets. The posse then found 
* 


cover behind a large rock and lor a while It looked like a. siege. * 
Then Tracy broke for a large boulder lying on the edge of a small * 
wheat field and this dash was his undoing, for just as he came to the * 
rock he fell forward, a rifle bullet having broken his leg. He plunged * 
into the wheat, and his bloody trail there shows the savage determin- * 
ation of the man. For after receiving this wound he crawled 75 yards * 
on his hands and knees in order to reach a spot that would command * 
the posse and enable him to pour a merciless rifle fire upon them.. * 
But once only was he able to flre from this vantage point. 
Then, * 


weakened by loss of blood, he tried to staunch his wound, failed, and * 
with his revolver sent a bullet through his brain.

By this time, dusk had fallen and the posse, unaware of the se- * 


rlousness of his wound and fearing that' his silence was intended to * 
lure them Into a deadly ambush, posted themselves to-prevent his * 
escape and patiently waited for the dawn. During the night others * 
came on the scene and joined in the cordon. At daylight they found 
* 


the outlaw's dead body. None of the posse was wounded, though all * 
of them had 'narrow escapes. When they were firing from the .cover

cf their rock" they had to lift their heads above the cover, and every * 
time this was done Tracy's rifle rftng out and,^. bullet chipped the i* 
rock.

Sheriff Gardener and posse arrived in 


time to guard the wheat field through 
the night, but the work was already 
done. The outlaw was dead. 


The party to .which belongs the credit 


was made up of the following citizens 
of Creston; C. A. Straub, deputy sher- 
iff; Dr. E.: C. Lanter, Maurice Smith, 
attorney; J. J. Morrison, railway sec- 
tion foreman, and Prank Llllengreen. 
These men, armed to the teeth, set out 
from Creston yesterday afternoon about 
2 o'clock.

Z. T. Vinson, of the 
Camden company, was present to defend 
them. While the trial was proceeding, 
Vinson asked the judge if he would stop 
the trial for a moment ana grant a pri- 
vate conversation between the union offi- 
cers and officials of the company who were 
In the courtroom. The judge consented and 
after a conference lasting an hour the 
judgo announced that the trial would not 
proceed, further and ordered both pris- 
oners released, stating that both sides had 
reacfied a satisfactory agreement and 
that the strike was declared off. All the 
men on the various divisions ratified the 
agreement later and traffic on all the 
lines was resumed this evening. 
There was no violence of a serious na- 
ture on any of the lines today. 


BISHOP mt'FATJL TAKES ISSTTE 
WITH ARCHBISHOP IRELAND 


By Associated Press. 


Chicago, August 5.—The American 
'Association of Catholic societies 
met 
this afternoon and 
evening at the 
Young Men's Christian 
Association 
hall. It was evident from the tenor 
of the remarks made in the evening 
that the convention would not heed the 
manifesto of Archbishop Ireland warn- 
ing them against a discussion of the 
administration's methods in the Philip- 
pines. At the evening meeting Bishop 
McFaul of Trenton, N. J., was the 
principal speaker and directed his at- 
tention to the treatment of friars and 
the schools In the 
Philippines. The 
•bishop said in part: 


"The calm, Intelligent observer must 
admit that some of the 
statements 
made In the 'public press regarding the 
situation In the Philippines were either 
Incorrect or exaggerated. There was 
nevertheless a very substantial foun- 
dation of truth In most of the reports 
•which amply justified 
the 
strictures 
made upon those accountable for the 
abuse of power. 


"No one is foolish enough to admit 
that in affairs of so important a na- 
ture mere denials are conclusive, par- 
ticularly when made by Interested par- 
ties. We had already been warned to 
fce on our gtiard by previous contra- 
dictions of reports which were after- 
ward proved true and found worse than 
at first suspected. When the news ar- 
rived that the Catholic churches in the 
Philippines were destroyed and looted, 
officers of high rank In the army at- 
tempted to refute the charge? yet the 
destruction and looting of those sacred 
edifices are now so certain that claims 
for damages to ecclesiastical property 
will be accepted by the government. 
"Reports, too, of the frightful spread 


of drunkenness and Immorality after 
the occupation of Manila by the Ameri- 
can army were vigorously assailed. Is 
there notv 'any one who has the audacity 
to question their truth? ' Since then we 
have all heard of the "water cure." and 
the' murderous 
orders Issued by an 


American general. The perpetration of 
these outrages were not known for a1 
time; they were, howe%-er, so flagrant 
that It was impossible to keep them 
from the knowledge of the public. The 
Introduction alone of the public school 
System was just cause for alarm." 


The speaker then declared that the 
federation is deeply interested in ob- 
taining just treatment for the friars In 
the Philippines, who had suffered; he 
declared, "under so mnny dhiel calum- 
nies:"

Bishop McFaul charged that In se- 


l lecting teachers for the Philippines, dis- 
I Crimination had been practiced against 
[ tl)e Catholic* because of a total of 967 
teachers who, he said, had been sent to 
the islands, but 18 or 19 were Catholics. 
"The impression has gone abroad," 


the bishop said, ".that America is fur- 


\ nishing educational facilities to the 
Filipinos for the first time and the peo- 


i pie were in a state of dense ignorance. 
(.This is another calumny. During cen- 
} turles the friars dwelt \xith the tribes 


of the Filipinos and it is to them that 
they are indebted for whatever they 
possess of education and religion. They 
are a chaste and pure people, unaware 
of many of the vice? of civilization until 
(American soldiers occupied their soil."

GERMAN MEAT INSPECTION. 


SJy Associated Press. 


"Washington, August 5.—The state do. 
partment today made public reports 
from Ambassador White 
at Berlin 
dated July 12 and 14, that 'according 
to an official proclamation the meat In- 
spection law will go into force in its 
entirety on April 1, 1903, with the ex- 
ception of the section which relates to 
doing away with the second examina- 
tion of meat only officially intpected 
This paragraph will go into 
effect 
October 1, 1904. 
A report on the new regulations re- 
ceived' from Consul-General 
Richard 
Guenther of Frankfort, 'says that as 
the time is approaching when tho new 
regulations concerning the importation 
of meat and-its transit through Ger- 
many will go Into force, it will be wel 
to note that the following imports In 
Germany are prohibited: 
Meat in hermetically sealed boxes anc 
/vessels as well as sausages and mix- 
tures of chopped meats; dog meat, also 
prep'ared meat of horses and mules 
•ollpeds, and meat which has 
beei 
treated with one of the following sub- 
stances or with a preparation contain 
Ing such: 
Boralc acid and its salts 
formaldehyde, hydro-oxydes and car- 
bonates of alkalis, sulphurous acid and 
its salts, hypo-sulphurous salts, fluor 
tydro and its salt p. salicylic acid and its 
ealts, chloride salts and coloring sub 
stances of whatever nature. The latter 
lowever, may be employed for coloring 
coverings if not otherwise prohibited 
Fresh meat may be imported into Ger- 
many in whole carcasses only. When 
imported in halves the two halves must 
'be so marked as to be readily identi- 
fied. The report of the consul gives 
detailed Information as to how fresh 
irjeats . must be prepared 
to be im- 


ported.

The arrest was attended 
with a considerable show of military 
orce. they being taken into custody 
by constables who were surrounded by

ken through the streets under a strong 
guard. 


The prisoners arc Antony Klimoviz 


and Stanislaus Zukowski. Each had 
been shot in the foot during the riot 
and was unable to walk.

when they arrested them and upon

crowd some distance from the place. 
The Lithuanians, along with a fellow- 
countryman named Waldo Rowinskl, 
who was arrested late Saturday night 
on the charge of being a participant 
n the riot, were then an-aigned. 


The principal witness was Thomas 


R. Beddall, a deputy sheriff who was 
n the riot. 
He identified the men 


and testified to having

shot them, wounding them in the feet. 
The three men were then held

CASTRO RECEIVES MORE 
ARMS AND AMMUNITION.

Willemstad, Island of Curacao. Aug. 5.-— 
Four million cartridges and 10,000 Mauser 
rifles were received by President Castro 
last Saturday. Half of these were de- 
posited In Caracas and the other half 
were, sent to RIaracalbo on a schooner. 
This distribution of munitions of war is 
taken to be proof that If Castro's forces 
are beaten In the expected engagement 
with the revolutionists and if the presi- 
dent can escape, he intends to prolong re- 
sistance and purposes to transport the 
headquarters of the government to San 
Cristobal In the extreme western part of 
Venezuela, where he was born. This ap- 
parent decision on the part of President 
Castro has created a feeling of depres- 
sion in commercial and financial circles. 


CATHOLIC BISHOP REMOVED.

Rome, August 5.—The Ossavatore Ro- 
mano says that at the request of Rus- 
sia, Bishop Sewerowcz, Catholic bishop 
of Vilna, Russia, has been 
removed 
from his diocese. 


The exceptions consist of the leaders 


and the few remaining followers of 
he AVolcott-Stevenson-Brady-Hodges- 
Prank Howbert gang, who have ex-

A. M. Stevenson is especially sore 
over the appointment of Mllsom, as it 
is well known that his special effort for 
the past few weeks has been directed 
against the appointment of Mllsom, 
whom he regards as too respectable for 
a federal officeholder in Colorado. 
The' new appointments are regarded 


as another setback for the gang news- 
papers in this city and the afternoon 
;ang newspaper In Colorado Springs. 
The Gazette, which was the leader in 
:he fight against the federal office- 
holding gang in this state, qomes In for 
a very large share of the compliments 
and is credited with having done a vast 
amount of good In improving Repub- 
lican conditions and prospects in Colo- 
rado. 
Sentiment upon this point was 


well expressed by a prominent Repub- 
lican from the western part of the state, 
who is in the city tonight: "The Colo- 
rado Springs Gazette certainly deserves 
a big share of the credit for the reform 
triumph. 
When that paper began 


whacking away at the Wolcott gang it 
looked like a hopeless task, and we did 
not know whether to laugh or to lament 
at the efforts it was making. But the 
gang structure was rotten from core to 
surface, and it is ama.zing how quickly 
It crumbled under a few well directed 
and properly repeated blows In a few 
weeks the gang that had for so long a 
time terrorized the Republican party of 
this state and directed its every move- 
ment and led it to defeat when defeat 
would serve Its selfish purpose better 
than victory, was in full pursuit, and 
now nobody dares to call himself any- 
thing else than a reformer." 


One rather interesting development 
that has recently come to light is that 
the reform leaders had a very positive 
assurance of final success from very 
early in the history of the movement. 
They had sufficient confidence in the

INJUNCTIONS AGAINST 


.BOAD OF TRADE FIRMS.

Chicago, Aug. 5.—Injunctions were se- 
cured today from Judge Chytraus by 
Wtlte, Thorburn & Co., grain commis- 
sion men against three other board of 
trade firms to. prevent settlements in 
July oats deal. President Warren is 
restrained trom indorsing down rnar- 
gins to the firms who bought July.oats 
of the complainants to the extent of 
$20,000. The Bank of Montreal, is also 
enjoined from paying over the margins. 
To date 34 injunctions have been Issued 
by Judge Chytraus and Chetlaln as 
the outcome of the charge by this board 
of trade firm that leading bulls were en- 
gineering a corner in July oats. The 
action today was precipitated by ear- 
lier action on the part of a board of 
trade committee which ordered settle- 
ments made by a number of unfortu- 
nate shorts in the July operations. 
The cases will come up for hearing 


before Judge Chytraus tomorrow. . 
The firm of Walte and Thoburne 
suspended from the board of trade. 
a vote of the directors at a meeting ' 
afternooon..

Denver, Aug. 4.—An order was issued 
by Superintendent of the Irrigation 
Bureau Armstrong and approved by 
State Engineer 
McCune 
today that 
diminishes Denver's water supply 20,- 
000.000 gallons per day. The order Is 
directed to J. P. O'Brien, water com- 
missioner of District No. 8, and di- 
rects him to observe the priority rights 
of the waters of the Platte river as 
established between the Nevada Ditch 
company, The Platte Water Ditch com- 
pany (otherwise known as The City 
Ditch 
company), the Last Chance 
Ditch company and the Denver Union 
Water company. All four companies 
derive water 
from the Platte river. 
The Nevada Ditch company has a pri- 
ority right of 28 cubic feet per second. 
The Platte Ditch company has a right 
of 30 cubic feet and the Last Chance a 
right of eight cubic feet per second. 
Then comes the Denver Union Water 
company's right. The river yesterday 
at the mouth of the first ditch was 
carrying 57 cubic feet of water or nine 
cubic feet less than the priority right 
of the first three ditches. The water 
company has Its filter bed? across the 
ditches and has been using the water 
which the other companies claimed. 
They appeared 
before Commissioner 
O'Sr|en, but he refused to recognize 
their claim and they then appealed to 
Superintendent Armstrong with the 
above result. This means that Denver 
will have to-consume 20,000,000 gallons 
Of water less per day or use the reserve 
supply to'make ,up the amount. The 
three ditches supply a large number of 
farms In Platte -valley and east of the 
Ci.ty. Their representative was jubilant 
when the order was granted as they say 
they can save a part at least of their 
cuops. A peculiar feature of the case 
is that the order will give the city park 
water as the PUtte Ditch company has 
the contract for supplying that park 
with water. The order directs Commis- 
"Bloner O'Brien to shut off or close all'of 
the pipes, conduits and intakes draw- 
ing water from the Platte river above 
the Platte ditch.

First, the hewn log cabin, with dirt 
roof; second; the sawed log house'wllh 
shingled roof, and In front .of these, or 
iclose by, aimodern, two-story structure, 
either of frame or brick, with a .pretty 
ygrd'and garden. It tells the story of 
the pioneer's struggle. It 'shows him 
first establishing" himself -- in " the very: 
heart of nature; then advancing a step 
to greater comfort, and finally his con- 
quest of the unbroken land and Its cap- 
•tlvlty-and service to his -prosperity. 
•It -is not an infrequent sight to see as. 


.well as the ."ark" of the settler the pros- 
pector trudging along with his campjng 
•outfit -on -the ; backs of pack animals. . 
These men discover new ore bodies "by 
"outcrops" and "prospect shafts." They 
stake and "locate!1 new mining claims, 
and endea,vor to develop the same pend- 
ing- the "' advent of the new railroad 
which will furnish cheap transportatlpn 
•facilities. Just think what a 'railroad 
will do, ,- jvhcn yqu cpmpare 
cheap 
freight with' the almost.pvohibitlve cost 
of transportation over 80 or a hundred. 
perhaps two-hundred miles, by wagon! 
Mining properties partially -opened up: 
years ago' were allowed to. remain un-J 
worked just because transportation dlf-| 
flcultles were Insurmountable. , But; 
with the first stir that .came, following; 
the announcement of the new road,>the. 
owners renewed . their , interest in. the; 
properties- and-, hastened to take steps' 
to-show th.at their claims had not been 
abandoned . should the railroad afford 
them'1 the long desired transportation. 
Some of the prospectors are in search 
of gold and silver, while others seek to 
locate cpal, oil and timber lands, and 
develop them while the road is being 
built, so as to be'veady "with freight' for 
transportation as "soon as the railroad 
laf.opened. , 
The. fact is. that there is an Immense 


artiount of energy belrigr exerted : to, get 
ahead of the railroad, and the country 
as a result U:belng developed,, more r^p- 
idjy within the -last sljc mpnths' than 
' 
As;.each length ,pf 


the time the entire distance 
Is 
con- 
structed from Denver to Salt Lake the 
Indications are that the -existing popu- 
lation of the country traversed by the 
new railroad will be more than doubled.

heard the prospectPrs and the cattle 
men talk of the fortunes that are tp be 
made in CPlcrado when Moffat'.n road 
goes through.

would strike the skeptical eastern man 
as somewhat absurd If It were not that 
he knew that history Is only repeating 
Itself. It is. in fact, the wondrous his- 
tory of development In this great re- 
public. One day we look from

mountain and see a plain: tomorrow 
we find: that slain dotted with cities, 
and .the-smoke o,f factories and'forges 
indicating the homes of Industry'and 
the bustling activity of modern life.

every day frohi'24 to 26 Inches In length. 
They are splendid fish and can he seen 
in the clear water of the lake from the 
bank. But If anyone Imagines for 
half minute that those fish are easy to 
catch they will soon undeceive them- 
selves In making the attempt. The fish 
are wondrously wise and only an artist 
with the rprl Is able to'lure them from 
the depths. The rainbow trout can be 
caught only when he is at feeding time. 
At other times the fly can be cast a 
thousand. times and the rainbow will 
pass and.repnss the trolling bait with- 
out ever giving It any notice. In a 
recent party who were camping at Mesa 
lake. Rodney .lay and Water Superin- 
tendent John G. McKinney of this city 
were regarded hy the many fishermen 
camped about the lake as the. two most 
expert fishermen. Both the young men 
are past masters In casting the fly and 
no rainbow ever made a flirt with the 
files of either gentleman, that was not 
hooked. Several fine trout were lost 
to the two fishermen because 
their 
leaders and files were not strong enough 
to bring the big fish to the shore.

We Must Oblige England. 
(Kansas City Journal.) 


Commenting on the lecture deliv- 


ered by Sir F. Pollock beforo the Lon- 
don chamber of commerce with re'spect 
to England's' attitude toward the Mon- 
roe doctrine, the London Spectator 
says: "We ought formally to acknowl- 
edge the Monroe doctrine— we already 
agree to It practically— and to express 
our willingness to support it should the 
necessity arise. 
We might, as sug- 
gested a year or so ago, ask the Amer- 
ican state department first to state the 
doctrine in clear terms, and then put 
on record our acquiescence in it." 


So long as a. wise statesmanship pre- 


vails in these United States of America, 
no European power will ever obtain 
frpm our state department a state- 
ment 
of 
the 
Monroe 
doctrine 
other 
than 
that 
contained 
in. the 
gejieral 
terms 
with 
. which ' the 


doctrine was originally trained. For 79 
years we have found this general state- 
ment adequate for every emergency. 
No European country has ever failed to 
understand it, and none has ever at- 
tempted, in a. serious manner, to trans- 
gress It. What England and the rest 
of Europe would like Is not a statement 
that shall clear 
their 
understanding, 
but a statement that shall bind us with- 
in .certain metes.and bounds and. put 
the doctrlne'beyond the reach of change 
or changed Interpretation. 
And that 


Is Just what good American statesman- 
ship will always forbid. 
The Mpnirpe dpctrine has 
changed 


radically-In 
Intent and purpose since 
the days of Its first enunciation. Or, 
perhaps the better statement wpuld be 
that the .conditions against which It was 
first applied have been radically altered. 
The doctrine, was Invoked In 1823 for. the 
put-pose o"f staying the holy alliance, 
corriposed of .most of the powerful gov- 
ernments of Europe, which was aiming 
to spread the monarchical form of gov- 
ernment and to obliterate all republics. 
The doctrine of the holy alliance was 
that, kings ruled by divine appointriient 
and that republics were Impious.. Cas- 
tlereagh, .the British premier, had ap- 
pointed delegates to attend the congress 
of the alliance-at Paris. Before this 
congress came to meet, however, Castle- 
reagh was retired and the Liberal Can- 
ning came to power. And almost the 
first act of the new .British premier 
was to recall the appointment of dele- 
gates to the Paris congress arid to an- 
nounce to the rest of Europe that "Eng- 
land did not hold that kings came from 
God down, biit from the people up." 
At the same time this great premier 
told our minister at the court of St. 
James that If President Monroe would 
announce the dpctrine that the holy al-' 
llance must keep hands off the Ameri- 
can republics, England would sustain 
him with all her power. ' And at that 
$jm« the. idea that kings ruled by the 
WS$er of God commenced a. decline 
Which soon will banish it from the face 
of the earth.. 
"''''..the'. Tieglnning the. misgion of th'e' 


rqe doctrine was tp. , prevent the 
monarchy by the, American 
and to preserve-,the United 
Spates and the other - American, repub-. 
Europeaii iftanjgjwpt. 
It was' 


rthem a,-defensive. dosiferlB^ Jf> Its fullest 
s*nsei-and it came;, afe.-atrpritical time 
when the-existence of--pjjp.ular govern-' 
ments were really trembling in the .bal- 
ance. • But conditions .-. have changed' 
most remarkably during the past 79 
years. There no longer.-rta a fear that 
tiie rbforms 
of : monarchy-. may 
tri-. 
urnph .over 
the -ffosmajc-of 
dempc' 
racy. : On the -contransfirjthe forms id? 
monarchy are yielding; everywhere to 
forms of • democracy. .-: Iditle by little 
the kings of Europe have been stripped 
of .-.their power, and- Httl«->hy little t,h? 
countries of Europe 'hajfe^approached 
closer to popular govermrrcnt.- Nothing 
could be further from avpresent-day 
possibility than an alliance among the- 
powers of Europe to spraffd the area,of. 
the monarchical fornvand :to reduce the 
area of democracy.' ^Era•y 
crowned- 
head '.of the • world • realizes -that eacht 
year makes In his own cnrmtry • f or more1 
of the democratic spirit, arid the-strug- 
gle of the future will be to preserve the 
monarchical • form -and riot to extend 
It.. What the rulers of Europe would 
like to find at this juncture Is some doc- 
trine which, by simple .enunciation., 
would stay the Insidious conquest being 
made by American Ideas and American 
example and preserve the monarchical 
governments as they exist today. 
It was the fear of our early statesmen 


that the powers'of Europe* would s«in a 
foothold In America and then make'con- 
quest of'the United States. Such -was 
the dream of. more than one'European 
sovereign, and such-would have been 
the very possible result of an onslaught 
by the holy alliance. It goes without 
saying that today we fear no monarch 
of Europe, and'that we are Indifferent 
to any possible alliance that might have 
America for its object. However, the 
Monroe doctrine is 
1 quite as vital to our 
country as it was at the time of. Its 
enunciation. Passing out bf the charac- 
ter of a purely defensive doctrine, it has 
taken on the aspect of an offensive doc- 
trine. While no longer meaning that 
we are afraid of the approach of mon- 
archies'as monarchies, it has come to 
mean that In the struggle for cbnimerr 
clal," industrial and financial suprema- 
cy we are going to use the power In our 
hands for the advancement of our own- 
Interests. This, of course, would not be 
bhe presentation of the case that would 
be made officially by our statesmen or 
our diplomats, but nevertheless It is the 
Interpretation had by most Americans. 
The United States has no doubt of the 
friendliness of England, and we may be 
assured '.that we could count on her 
prompt assistance if some of her Euro- 
pean rivals should attempt t6 overturn 
our great national ppllcy for the ex- 
clusion bf monarchies'. 
But this will 


•scarcely justify- us in shpwlns pur hand 
In the'-game, which, to all intents and- 
purposes, England has asked us to do. 
It will be the.part of good American 
statesmanship1 to allow the. Monroe doc- 
trine to stand In Its majestic simplicity 
with an invitation to the world to look 
it over and' decide for themselves at) to 
Its range and Its meaning. As exigen- 
cies -arlre we shall inform the Interested 
European powers just what the doc- 
trine means when ^applied to the maN 
ters at hand, but we would be fools In- 
deed to'give It plain metes and bounds 
and thus tie our own hands.

The season that sees the simultaneous 
arrival of general humidity and general 
Irritability Is marked almost invarlnbb' 
by Some r,uch unfortunate occurrence. 
When the skies are overcast and the 
atmosphere weighs like lead ifpon the 
people in the crowded qua'rters of the 
great cities, sour looks, sharp speech 
and hasty deeds grow epidemic. Petty 
crimes increase. Sometimes, aa was the 
case In Paris a few weeks ago, suicide 
and murder rival each other to head the 
list of evil acts due to no cause save 
the temperature.

at. such times and New Tork Its antl- 
negro riots. 
The weather sets the nerves of an en- 
tire community tingling with Irrltatipn 
The tension grows too strong and relief 
conies In an outburst of what Is worst 
In men's nature.

How the Whltefish Was Caught. 
.William Davenport riuitaert whose 


stories "6'if ' out-Jloor 
life are Inspiring 


and interesting;''tells of the life of a 
whiteflsk in the'August Succesp. This 
Is his description of how the little fel- 
(PW was.caugh't:; 


, He,.was swlrnmlng alone at a depth 
of /perha-ps 30 or .40 feet. The sun was 
shiriliig brightly, the water was clear, 
and a soft green light came down to 
greet his big, unwinking eyes. By that 
light he siidderily saw 
before him. 


Stretching, right, across his 
path, a 
great net that reached up to the surface 
and down.to the bottom, and a.way on 
either han.d,as far as he could see. The 
meshes were large,—so large that, if he 
had tried, he could easily have slipped 
through ,any of them and gone on his 
way. But 'he didn't try. He was of a 
cautious ^disposition, and had no inten- 
tion of running his nose into anything 
that he knew nothing at all about. At 
the same time he hadn't quite enpugh 
caution to make him turn square about 
and go back the , way 
he had come, 


which wpuld have been the really wise 
a.rid prudent thing to dp. 
Turning 
square about wasn't his habit. If he 
couldn't go. straight ahead, he would 
try to find a way around the obstacle.

In 'picking out a man 
for a. i-esp6n?lbl'e 
position, and that, 


after he had placed him, he gave him 
to understand that his whole reputation 
was at stake, and that he should hold 
him absolutely responsible for the suc- 
cess or fa'ilure bf the enterprise. He 
said that, after he hud selected and 
placed, his men, -ft took comparatively 
little oversight' or ability to manage 
them successfully^ and that the results 
are very satlsfac.tpry. 


Not everyone, however; can place men 


properly") jjariy able men have totally 
failed In great undertakings, not be- 
cause they have not worked hard, but !

EXCURSION TRAIN CAUGHT 


IN FLOOD NEAR FLORENCE 


Special to the Gazette. 


Florence, August fi.— A special train 


from the past en route to California, 
carrying 300 tourists and being run 
over the Rio Orandp tracks as second 
section of Rio Grande train No. 5, was 
caught while 
crossing 
Peck 
creek 


bridge east of Florence, by a rushing 
torrent, of water forming a wall eight 
feet high and 40 feet wide, yesterday 
afternoon, and two rear cars, a day 
and sleeping coach, were precipitated 
into the waters. 
The day coach Bank 


Into the soft mud, and the sleeper was 
thrown against the farm house of .1. 
F. Roberts, damaging the building by 
the jar, but saving it and the occu- 
pants of the house from absolute de- 
struction hy forming a blockade, thus 
preventing the water reaching 
the 


building. 
"The scene was appalling. The con- 
ductor while starting over the bridge 
saw the wall of water rushing clown 
the creek, when at less distance than 
100 yards from the train. The engi- 
neer threw the throttle wide open, and 
the conductor springing from his seat 
In the smoking car, hurried through 
the train which was composed of eight 
coaches and called upon the passen- 
gers to hasten at once into the for- 
ward cars. Just as the last passen- 
ger was leaving the car which was 
next to the rear, the water camp rush- 
Ing upon the train and the couplings 
of the two rear cars were broken, the 
coaches being hurled several feet into 
the air. 


The force of the water was so ter- 


rific that the day coach was lifted off 
the trucks, and the body was 
sunk 


Into the ground and was lost to sight. 
The sleeper was considerably dam- 
aged. 
There were several 
thieves, 


supposed to be confidence men, on the 
train, who, taking advantage of the 
situation, proceeded to rifle the satch- 
els and valises of the passengers, and 
quite a number of valuables are re- 
ported missing. Mrs. M. .E. Fonts of 
Ottumwa, la., bound for San Fran- 
cisco, was the heaviest 
loser, 
the 


thieves having taken three hundred 
dollars worth of diamonds from her 
dressing- case. She says that during 
Monday night her apartment In the 
sleeper was entered, but her continued 
screams frightened away the robber 
before he secured any valuables.

service repairing the roads. 


Rio Grande passenger train 
due 


here at 2:35 yesterday afternoon was 
belated out of Pueblo, and was soon 
upon the scene where the wrecked 
cars He. The engine was caught in 
the body of water, and it was neces- 
sary to take the train back to Pueblo, 


pulled by a freight engine which was 
on the side track near by. The Santa 
Fe railroad Is in even worse condition 
than the Rio Grande. Rails are bent 
in the shape of fish hooks, while some 
are as round as a hoop. 


Although the railroad 
companies 


have not given out the specific amount 
01 rlamage, it is conservatively esti- 
mated at $200,000. including loss of 
live stock and of gardens. Hundreds 
of acres of garden truck and hay and 
alfalfa crops have been washed away, 
arid the estimated damage 
to 
live 


stock is. about fS.OOO. 
Hogs, horses 


and cattle were seen floating down 
the stream in large numbers. 


Locally the. damage done 
by the 


storm was not so sevorr. Florence Is 
| cut out of railroad service entirely 
tonight from the cast, north, and west. 
Hlo Grande trains are being held at 
Leadvillc, Salida and Canon City. The 
Santa Fe and F. and C. C. roads are 
heavy losers in the north end of town, 
quite a stretch oC track being washed 
out. 
It will take about 
20 carloads 


of construction 
material 
to replace 


the rlamage here. The coal mines In 
this district were shut, down this even- 
Ing because of the yards all being 
filled. 
It. Is likely that they will -not 


resume operations until Monday. This 
will cause a heavy loss to the C. F. 
& I. Co. and Its miners. A deep wall 
of water nished down Chandler creek 
and some of the water rushed Into the 
coal mine. The mine was full of ne- 
groes at the time of the storm, but 
were out of reach of the water. The 
water In this creek deluged the Rto 
Grande spur to the mine, buf, the dam- 
age was repaired by noon today.

A UNIQUE LIBRARY 


Harvard Observatory's Collection 


of Stellar Photographs Soon ; 


to Be Made Secure From 


Destruction. 


Cambridge,: Mass., August 2, 1903.— 
The new building for that most remark- 
able of libraries, the Harvard observa- 
toryls collection of star photographs, is 
now nearly completed, and within the 
next month the great collection of nega- 
tives of the observatory will be safely 
stored, within Us fireproof walls. The 
real Importance of this little building Is 
hardly, calculable, for it is to house 
what is undoubtedly the most valuable 
reference material, from the astronom- 
er's point of. 'view, in -the world, and for 
the first time put it beyond reasonable 
possibility of destruction. It Is one of 
the benefits coming to the observatory 
from the anonymous gift of $20,000 re- 
ceived last February. 


• The 'collection of star photographs 
was -begun some 17 years ago, and since 
1889 it has formed, a complete history, of 
the heavens/ Every night pictures are 
taken both here and at the Har.vard- 
statlon at -Arequlpa, Peru, 
so that 
northern and southern pkies alike are 
Ijicluded, and eaclj plate, after careful 
examination, is put away in Its indi- 
vidual cover, numbered and labeled, so 
as to be easy pf identification and al- 
ways ready for reference. For ttje first 
three years that this work .was done 
the observatory had no place for; It ex- 
cept the old wooden building- which for

servatory Hill.'" Ten years ago, how-

All that I will say about it at the mo- 
ment, Is that I should be sorry to submit 
myself, or any son of mine, to the tender 
mercies of a gentleman who. deliberately 
administers Justice on this principle. The 
whole circumstance of the Incendiary fires 
at Sandhurst point to their being the work 
of one or two evil-disposed persons, who 
are not likely to have taken any others 
Into their confidence. It is not the-worst 
feature of the case, that, while a score 
or more who are innocent of the crime, 
and probably of all knowledge of it, are 
punished heavily, the real criminals, if 
there was more than one, escape with a 
penalty which probably troubles 
them 
very little. It is, Indeed, by no means 
Inconceivable that the fires were started 
by some amiable youth who calculated 
that If he did not burn down, the whole 
place he would, at any rate, insure himself 
and a few others being turned out of It for 
good. In that case, so far from being 
punished, he has got exactly what 
he 


wanted, arid the authorities have simply 
played Into hla hands. The method or 
punishment adopted seems to me as stupid 
as It Is unjust, and Its injustice Is incalcu- 
lable; for some flve-and-twenty 
lads, 
many of whom could have proved f»elr 
Innocence, are deprived of the career tor 
which they have been training, the coun- 
try loses their services, and their fathers 
are mulcted heavily in cash.

N EXTRAORDINARY suggestion is being made

WHAT THE STEEL TRUST MIGHT DO. 


ONSIDBRABLE interest and even anxiety is being 


manifested in Colorado in the present struggle 
for the control of the Colorado Fuel & Iron com- 
pany, especially among those who are interested 


in the city of Pueblo and other smaller places more or 
less dependent upon the operations of that company. 


So far as Pueblo Is concerned, the Gazette Is of the 


.opinion that it has reached the point where it is not 
dependent upon any pne concern, however large, for its 
future, and Pueblo will continue to grow and prosper, 
whatever 'the Steel trust may do. 


But the;present management of the C. F. & I. company 


is not only known, to be particularly favorable to Pueblo 
and to Colorado generally, but it has already spent several 
million dollars in recent enlargements of Its plant and will 
spend much more in the near future. As a consequence 
of Its operations an Immense business .movement has been 
started and hundreds and even thousands of smaller 
enterprises depend upon the continuance and success of 
this, one mammoth undertaking. 


Now-it would he possible, if there should be a change 


of management In the C. F. & I. company, that the Colo- 
rado enterprises should be abandoned or delayed or 
modified to such an extent as to affect the welfare of thou- 
sands of employes and other persons not directly con- 
nected with that company. Certainly the people of Colo- 
rado could not look with indifference upon the transfer of 
the control of that company to the Steel trust, and they 
would have most serious apprehensions if the steel busi- 
ness in Colorado were to be made merely an adjunct of the 
Bijeat eastern mills. 


The thought that will naturally occur to everyone Is 


that it is not safe nor right to intrust to any one man or 
corporation such an amount of power, or such control of 
the property and fortunes of BO many people. The Colo- 
rado Fuel & Iron company is immensely important to the 
people of this state and to their future interests. It can 
do us a tremendous amount of good, and it can do us a 
corresponding amount of harm. The people of this state 
do not like to be made the counters In a game that is 
being played between the great financiers for the control 
of this company and its affairs. We do not like to believe 
that our fortunes are dependent upon what the kings of 
finance believe to be best for their selfish Interests. 


When capital reaches such a point that it can make 


thousands of people happy or miserable; wnen It has the 
power to close- mills in Colorado in order that mills In 
Pennsylvania may pay a bigger dividend upon their cost, 
when the r.esult of a struggle in Wall street may mean the 
difference between prosperity and hard times in one of 
the largest cities of this state, it is quite time that some 
further action by the state and federal government be 
taken to protect the interests of the people and to secure 
the proper building up of our state and the development 
of its resources along natural and unimpeded lines. 


The Interests of .the-striking miners are undoubtedly 


opposed to lawlessness and violence, and the leadeis 
fully realize tote. But it is not an easy matter to restrain 
the crowds of ignorant foreigners, not to mention the 
trouble makers who are Peeking an opportunity to defeat 
the purpose of the strike by,any possible method. 


OUR STATE SENATORS.

DITOR GAZETTE:—Please inform me to what 


senatorial district this county belongs, and how- 
many state senators we will elect this fall. 


Republican. 


According to the reapportionment bill of the last gen- 


eral assembly, El Paso county is placed in two senatorial 
districts. 
The Third senatorial district is composed of 


the counties of El Paso and Teller and is entitled to elect 
two senators. 
The Twenty-eighth senatorial district is 


composed of the counties of Douglas. El Paso and Teller 
and is entitled to one senator. 


The obvious reason why El Paso county is given no 


senatorial representation of its own and is tied up to 
Teller county in both the districts of which we form a 
part, is that the Democrats by this outrageous gerry- 
mander undertook to deprive the Republican counties of 
the state of all representation in the state assembly, and 
in each case wherever possible, both as regards senators 
and representatives, an effort has been made to smother 
Republican majorities tinder the vote of Democratic 
counties. 
In this instance, however, the scheme is apt 


to react against the Democrats, and a Republican major- 
ity in both districts is entirely probabie. 


Under the old law El Paso. Teller and Douglas formed 


the 
Third 
district, which 
was 
entitled 
to 
two 


senators, and Messrs. Ammons of Douglas and Sel- 
domridge of this city were chosen from that district. 
Seldomridge is one of the holdover senators, while Sen- 
ator Ammons' term expires this year and it will be neces- 
sary to elect his successor, as well as one new and addi- 
tional senator. 


The Fourteenth general assembly neglected to specify 


definitely what senatorial districts should hold elections 
this year, and there is considerable confusion and differ- 
ence of opinion in regard to this matter. Senator Am- 
mons was elected from the Third senatorial district, com- 
posed of the three counties. So was Senator Seldomridge. 
But the new Third district is composed of only two coun- 
ties, and according to the new law Douglas county is en- 
titled to representation in the senate only as a nart of the 
new Twenty-eighth district. 


Senator Seldomridge, who holds over, was elected in 


part by the voters of Douglas county, who under the 
new law are entitled to vote for only one senator. But 
if Senator Seldomridge holds over as a representative of 
the counties by which he was elected he must be the 
holdover senator for the Twenty-eighth district. 


When the call for the election Is Issued by the secre- 


tary of state, he will specify which districts will hold an 
election, and then we shall know whether we are to vote 
for one senator in the Third and one in the Twenty-eighth 
district, or whether we are to vote for two senators in 
the Third district. 
Douglas county being probably safe 


for a small Republican plurality this year, the Twenty- 
eighth is more surely a Republican district than the Third, 
and this will doubtless be taken into consideration by the 
secretary of state. If, however, Senator Ammons should 
be a candidate for re-election, his personal popularity in 
Douglas county might give a different aspect to the sit- 
uation. 


But whatever the decision may be, El Paso county will 


vote for two senators this fall, and we expect that they 
will both be Republicans.

T does not require a very long memory to carry back

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RECEPTION OF 


INDIAN PRINCES 


(Alonzo Newcombe.) 


London, July 24.—Never-ha.ve 1 beheld 


such a scene of dazzling splendor as the 
royal reception of the Indian princes, 
at the Indian office. I can now form 
some Idea of what a durbar must be. 
The orients! figures are marvelously 
Imposing as compared with the occi- 
dental. The turban lends much dignity 
and Importance to the head, and-by con- 
trast makes our Englishmen's heads 
look almost insignificant. This matters 
little, as we all know It is only in ap- 
pearance, but those six yards of Indian 
stuff are wonderfully decorative, quite 
apart from the jewels with which they 
are adorned. 


The scenic 
effects—and 
no other 


phrase can be used—were wonderful. It 
made one think of Tom Moore's "bower 
of roses by Bendemeer's stream." There 
were hydrangeas, scarlet geraniums, 
and white flowers. In one recess on the 
prround floor stood tall pillars of ice 
encamped about a slender fountain that 
shot Its cool spray high in the air. 
Electric lights shone through the great 
blocks oC ice, and upon the falling wa- 
ter, and the flowers, and the greenery 
that surrounded the ice columns. In 
another recess the ground was carpeted 
with shaded roses, and here again soft 
liphts made the place a poem. 
The staircase-, dedicated to royalty 
and eastern potentates, was fringed on 
either side with the dusky warriors 
from India—splendid fellows, with their 
great stature, dark brown complexions, 
and impassive -facea. 
Only the eyes 


speak, and they are expressive enough 
to makp up for the absence of feature- 
play. TCach man held high a lance 
with" a floating pennon, red and while, 
and these lances afforded one of the 
most picturesque elements of the won- 
derful picture, both on the staircase and 
In the dreat square hall later on. Be- 
tween the lines of scarlet-clad and scar- 
let-turbaned Indian troops came a lone 
flip of orientals, and then English offi- 
rlals and (treat lords preceding the 
Prince nf Wales, who was looking more 
fheerful than We had done since his 
father's Illness began. 
The roya} box faced the dais .from the 
first balcony sft t&at lie occupants hafl 
a, splendid view pf the .ceremony,, The 
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ay the Indian soldiers in their uniforms 
—some yellow, some scarlet, and each 
man carrying a lance with its red and 
white pennon. As the princes passed 
along, with the curiously soft yet state- 
y footstep that distinguishes their race, 
their robes shimmered with gold, and 
on their turbans and round their necks 
glittered enormous pearls and immense 
diamonds, rubles and emeralds. One 
emerald that I had seen before but can. 
not remember where, caught the light 
from a thousand points, played with it, 
and returned It sheathed In vivid green. 
I would not attempt to describe the 


•wonder of their robes. Each, as he 
passed our prince of Wales, bent low 
and proffered the hilt of his sword, 
which the prince, deeply bowing In gra- 
cious response, Just touched In accept- 
ance of the token of homage and fealty. 
Slowly pacing, and with a perfect dig- 
nity and majesty, the rajahs passed 
down the further side of the quadran- 
gle, where the troops formed again a 
continuous double line. Outside these 
Ines there was a fringe of ladies in 
Ight dresses, chiefly white, and men In 
scarlet; and the Influence of so much' 
splendid color and of the strains of. mar- 
tial music, together with the signifi- 
cance of the homage rendered was al- 
most Intoxicating. It was a never-to- 
be-forgotten scene, and brought home 
to us all the real splendor of the empire 
of which this little island of ours holds 
:he cords. 
There were 3,000 guests alone, apart 


from the soldiers and the princes from 
India. Among those whom we Identi- 
led in the crowd were the duchess of 
Marlborough, in white, with a very 
wide belt made of trellis-work of large 
diamonds, and a collar to match. Her 
diamond coronet was very high. So 
was the duchess of Westminster's. She 
too, was all in white, and looked very 
jretty. .The duke was in scarlet uni- 
!orm. Catherine, duchess of Westmin- 
ster, In black, wore a diamond tiara of 
graceful shape. , The duchess of Mont- 
rose's sweet expression 
contradicted 


flatly the self-assertion 
of her 
dia- 
monds, which.were very splendid. Mrs. 
Asquith, In white satin, with pink roses 
n her hair, looked extremely nice. Mf. 
Asquith was with her. I saw Lord 
Goshen in the crowd, and also had a 
glimpse of the archbishop of York. 
Many very high, all-round tiaras were 
worn. I noticed the countess of Ches- 
:erfleld in white with a green belt and 
an embroidery of green leaves rising 
from It on the back of her bodice. The 
countess of Yarborough wore a very 
ovely white and gold gown and splen- 
did jewels; but it is as useless to cata- 
ogue the great people as It would be 
endless. 


Princess of Wales in pale blue and sli- 
ver, and wearing splendid Jewels, was 
the central figure In 
the box, and 


with her were Princess Christian, the 
Duchess of Connaught, the magnificent 
looking Duchess d'Aosta, the crown 
prince of Roumanla and Princess Mar- 
garet of Connaught. The Duchess of 
Devonshire, ablaze with jewels, was 
also In the royal box. Nearly all the 
ladles wore white or very light colors, 
and presented a good foil to the glor- 
ous array of. colour In the hall below, 
where the scene was a perfect blaze of 
red and gold, with white and scarlet 
banners. As the Prince of Wales en- 
tered, the barld of the Royal Artillery 
played the first part of the national 
anthem, and then changed to the March 
from Tannhauser, the martial strains 
suggesting scarlet and gold and purples 
in perfect accord with the scene. No 
more suitable music could have been 
chosen. 


This great square hall lii the center of 


the Indian posoffice is open to the roof, 
and, tier upon tier, rise the balconies 
all around It, each one of them garland- 
ed with flowers and every available 
spot crowded with ladies in beautiful 
dresses and men in uniform or levee 
dress. 
This lent a great brilliance to 
the scene. As the eye traveled upward, 
it was delighted by the grandeur of the 
building, with its arched openings on 
every stovy, every arrh filled with spec- 
tators all aglitter with jewels, even the 
men wearing stars and orders on their 
splendid uniforms, diplomatic and mill, 
tary. And at last, reaching the roof, 
which is made o.f glass and was irrev- 
erently called the "skylight" by more 
than 
ono person Friday night, the 


sight was dazzled by the perfect sem- 
blance of a tropical blue night sky radi- 
ant with glittering stars. This was man- 
aged by veiling away the glass behind a 
cleverly painted velarium. 


In the great hall on the dais, under a 


silken canopy of gold and crimson, the 
Prince of Wales stood, In the uniform of 
a rear admiral, with the Duke of Con- 
naught in his field marshal's uniform, 
and escorted by Lord George Hamilton, 
secretary of state for Indln.

"Mental and bodily exercises are 


equally essential to the general health 
and happiness." 


The necessity of a well-balanced edu- 


cation Is apparent in every walk of life. 
Physical training 'constitutes a good 
share of this full and harmonious de- 
velopment of man, and, BO far'as prac- 
ticable, the obligation of one genera- 
tion to the next In assuring the best 
conditions of success in life should be 
kept constantly In view. Of all people, 
the teacher should be the first to recog- 
nize and Insist upon the necessity of 
physical training .In the schools. . 


The teacher is engaged In fitting the 


child for the activities of life, these' ac- 
tivities take a wide range, sometimes 
guided by choice, again, by peculiar tal- 
ent, or aptitude, for certain work. But 
whatever incentives may control and 
whatever course may be pursued ^the 
successful Issue of a career majr be 
vouchsafed to those only with bSdies 
sufficiently 
well developed to .w.lth- 


stand the strain of both mental and 
physical work. 


This Is the age of immense expendi- 
ture of mental energy, and any extend- 
ed neglect of the care of the body must 
result speedily In 'the collapse of the 
whole being. The cultivation and har- 
monious development of the body, mak- 
ing it a suitable temple for the in- 
dwelling of the mind, Is a phase of edu- 
cation that no conscientious teacher can 
lightly put aside. 
' 


Flesh, bone and nerve must work on 


the mind. Healthy bodies should sup- 
port studious and deep thinking minds 
in the coming generation. How best 
to meet the 
conditions of "a sound 


mind In a sound body," becomes then 
no insignificant inquiry. 


The wise balancing of the body and 


the mind may be'greatly facilitated by 
a system of exercises suitably graded 
to the growing strength and needs of 
children. 


With their multifarious lessons 
at 


school and slight chances for work at 
home, especially in cities, some means 
must be provided which will insure at- 
tention to proper physical growth. The 
necessary exercises supplied in concise 
and attractive form must be set before 
the pupils. 


"A beautiful soul in a beautiful body" 


was the chief end of Attic education, 
and the age of Pericles may not inap- 
propriately be repeated in some respect 
in the present day. "A manhood of 
typical and universal perfection" IB to 
be earnestly sought: and the Athenian 
grace and Bkil], rather than the Spartan 
ruggedness and severity, will serve to 
assist greatly in bringing about this 
condition of affairs among our youth. 
And, happily, after long endeavor on 
the part of educational leaders to train 
the mind and the soul apart from the 
body, and even to the neglect of It, we 
are coming to demand that the whole 
being be educated harmoniously. The 
best teachers heartily recognize this, 
and are earnestly working for the same 
result. 


The committee of fifteen urges this 
subject in no uncertain terms, saying 
that there should 
be some form of 
special daily exercises, 
amounting In 


the aggregate to one hour each week. 


Systematic physical exercise has its 


sufficient reason in its aid to a grace- 
ful use of the limbs, Us development of 
muscles that are left unused or rudi- 
mentary unless called forth by special 
training, and for the help It gives to 
the teacher In tho way of school dis- 
cipline. 


The comprehensive rpj.ort of the edu- 
cational committee r,f the city of Chi- 
cago, under special studies article viil, 
section 2, respectfully recommends: 
"That drawing, music and physical 


training be considered proper studies 
for the elementary schools, and that 
Instruction be given in theni according 
to suitable provisions." These studiea 
have justified themselves Inthi» oprirsie.

Idle and Overworked. 


"In fine, I hardly know who are most 


to be pitied, the rich or idle and lazy 
who underwork, or the very poor who 
must overwork to live. The former 
jrow flabby or tense according to their 
leredlty In both muscle and mind, be- 
come fastidious, finnlcky and 
santl- 
mental, are especially prone to yield to 
temptations of drink and of sex ex- 
cesses, must aimlessly change their in- 
;i§rests, location and pursuits from sheer 
ennui; are easily bored, and finally lose 
tno' power of being strenuous 
> about 
any'thing. The effects of an inactive lite 
upiiri the offspring are sometimes sadly 
and;markedly degenerate. 
"The overworked, especially If young, 
afe prone to many forms of arrest. 
Children are undergrowh trrrhoth height 
and'weight; ,they are robbedpf the par- 
adise of leisure, which Is the literal 
translation 'of the Greek word school. 
The high ideals and ambitions normal 
to adolescence fade Into a dull state of 
apathy and discouragement, and, "at 
worE't of smoldering revolt against the 
existing order of things. To be always 
tired is miserable, and Individual or so- 
cial misery is a powder magazine liable 
to explode at any time. 
"Man Is endowed with a fatigue sense 
that tells him when he Is tired. 
It 
seems to-be a specific feeling, due per- 
haps to accumulated products of de- 
composition in the muscles. This pain- 
tire Is a warning to stop or let up. It is, 
however, possible to press on In defiance 
of It, and if we persist in so doing there 
comes a point when this fatigue sense 
is itself fatigued and tired out ariS 
ceases to act. This is when runners 
get their second breath; when those be- 
ginning night work have fought through 
the period of sleepiness that

American Business Methods in 
Japan. 


The following excerpt is from an edi- 


torial which appears in the August 
Success. It is by Baron Eilchl Shibus- 
awa, the eminent Japanese financiei 
who has Just made a tour of the United 
States. The editorial was written in 
Japanese, and translated for Success: 
Since my arrival in the United Statesl 
a number of American newspapers have 
paid me the high compliment of calling 
me the J. Plerpont Morgan of Japan 
This is doing me too much honor, for 
while it has been my endeavor for years 
to organize capital on a scale large 
enough to carry on great Industries in 
Japan, yet the scope of my work is not 
so great as that of your eminent or- 
ganizer and financier. 


Even .if my opportunities in Japan 
were as great as 
are Mr. Morgan's

would,

country, 
presume 
to, 
say 
accomplish

as a matter of fact, my opportunities 
are not so great. We in Japan are where 
you were say 30 years ago. Ou'r era 01

reached the second stage. Mr. Morgan 
is 'organizing into great combinations 
industries and concerns which are 
themselves combinations, and have at- 
tained great individual strength, while 
I. to the best of my ability, am promot- 
ing the primary or Initial Industries 
We Japanese feel rather proud of the 
progress we have made since our coun- 
try 'was opened to the Influences o 
western civilization and trade. 
The commerce of the United States is 
becoming fixed and solidified. You have 
the big, strong units of capital. Mr 
Morgan and others are merely uniting 
them into yet greater and stronger 
units, while we are just beginning to 
form our primary units. Many times," 
have heard America spoken of as "thi 
land of opportunltyt" but I am sure tha 
there will not be' so many opportuni 
tjes here. |n the twentieth century, as 
there were in the nineteenth, for mon 
eyless young men to become command 
ers of great capital. The reason for thli 
lies in. the increasing commercial fixity 
which I have already mentioned.

SELF-MURDER THE LAST 


OF TRACY'S HOMICIDES 


(Continued from Page 1.) 


leeing he was not succeeding, he left 
he position and made a dash for a 
fheat field not far distant. Just as he 
ras entering the field he stumbled, fall- 
ng on his face, and crawled into the 
leld on his hands and knees. 
By the time Tracy disappeared in the 
vheat field It-was getting dusk. The 
ursuers did not dare to proceed, as 
hey did not know where the man was. 
fter holding a consultation they de- 
ided to surround the place and wait 
or daylight to come to their assistance. 
In the meantire Sheriff Gardener 


vlth Merchant Policemen Stauffer and 
!emmrlm of Spokane, Jack O'Farrell 
f Davenport and other reinforcements 
lad arrived on the scene, and they 
vent Into camp around the field during 
he night. Shortly after Tracy's disap- 
pearance Into the field the watchers 
eard a shot which sounded as though 
t came from the spot to which Tracy 
iad crawled. -No investigation 
was 
made, however, until this morning, but 
hat shot is supposed to have been the 
ne which sent, the notorious desperado 
nto eternity. 
Early this morning, as soon as It was 
losslble for the hunters to see every- 
hing going on around them, an en- 
rance was made into the wheat field. 
n a few minutes the party came upon 
he dead body of Harry Tracy, lying 
amid the grain, with his face turned to- 
vard the sky. His left hand, thrown 
iver his head, held a 45-caliber Colts 
evolver, which had evidently inflicted 
he death wound. The thumb of his 
land was on the trigger of the pistol. 
His right hand, thrown across the low- 
r part of his body, firmly grasped the 
barrel of the famous 30-30 Winchester. 
The body was cold when found, point- 
ng to the belief that the shot heard by 
he guards about 8 o'clock last evening 
vas the fatal one. 
Upon examination it was found that 
he wound which resulted in the out- 
aw's death was inflicted by a 45-callber 
revolver held close to the forehead. The 
.op of his head was badly shattered. 
Two bullet wounds on the left leg 
showed the cause of the man's despond- 
ency. One shot had broken the leg be- 
tween the.ankle and the knee. The othr 
er cut the tiblal artery, which of itself 
vas sufficient cause of death. 
It is 
believed that 
both of these 
vounds were received after convict left 
.he shelter of the rock and made his 
ireak for the wheat field. 
The murderer had taken a strap and 
buckled It tightly around his leg In an 
attempt to stop the bleeding. Despite 
the tightly fastened strap the bleeding 
cpntlnued until he pi-obably realized his 
lopeless condition and ended the strug- 
gle. He was dressed In blue' overalls, 
i white shirt and wore no coat or vest. 
He had a bicycle cap on his head and 
a pair of rough shoes on his feet. He 
had only one rifle with him and two 
revolvers, one in his hand and the oth- 
er inside Me, trousers. 
Sheriff Gardener of Lincoln county 
and his assistants arrived on the scene 
in time to help in the final discovery 
of the remains, and it is stated that he 
maintained that he and his deputy 
were entitled to at least a share of the 
booty. This was disputed by the Ores- 
ton party, the members of which main- 
tain that they did the work and to them 
belongs the reward. 
Finally Sheriff 
Gardener was allowed to take the body 
with the understanding that the reward 
be paid to the men from Creston. 
The body, effects and the horses of 
the notorious man were taken in charge 
by Sheriff Gardener and taken direct 
to Davenport, where they will be kept 
pending the decision of the fina'l disposi- 
tion of Tracy's body. Reports come 
from Davenport that wild excitement 
prevails. Stores are closed and people 
are crowding around to get a sight of 
the outlaw. It is stated that a heavy 
guard Is kept around the morgue where 
the body is kept as well as around the 
corpse itself to prevent relic hunters 
from tearing the'clothing to pieces and 
carrying away souvenirs. 
For two days and as many nights 
Tracy held the family of Farmer L. 
B. Eddy under subjection. Here again 
he showed the qualities of nerve and 
cool-headedness, but these very quali- 
ties brought about his downfall. Had 
he not allowed G. E. Goldfinch, the 18- 
year-old boy, to leave the i-anch when 
he did, the story today might be dif- 
ferent, but the outlaw had. too much 
faith in estimating the terror his words 
of warning would give to the lad. 
The story of the exploits of the fam- 
ous bandit at the Eddy ranch afe 
given by the boy, who was his servant 
for over a day. It was Sunday after- 
noon that G. E. Goldfinch was riding a 
horse across the prairie, not far from 
the Eddy farm. He noticed a strange 
man camped not far from where be 
passed. To all appearances the stranger 
was just having his supper, but young 
Goldfinch paid no attention, noticing 
nothing unusual in his actions.' Just 
as the boy was going by the camper 
called out. asking him to have some 
supper. 
With the reply that he had 
finished his supper, Goldfinch did not 
even slacken the pace of his horse, and 
passed the stranger. It was then that 
an 
imperative command "from 
the 
stranger brought Goldfinch to a sudr 
den stop. 
He. was ordered to come 
back. This order the lad obeyed. With 
his usual ceremony the outlaw soon 
made himself known. He inquired the 
way to the nearest farm and was di- 
rected to the Eddy ranch. Tracy at 
this time still had two horses. 
One 
he rode, the other, the boy says, was 
loaded with groceries, meat, sugar, cof- 
fee and bedding. . 


"You go ahead and tell them I am 
coming," commanded the outlaw. 


Goldfinch readily complied and start- 


ed ahead to announce the coming of 
the guest. Tracy, however, kept close 
on the heels of the lafl, evidently not 
intending to give him a chance to give 
warning.

the way 
Jo the house Tracy 


noticed a rope trailing from his pack 
animal. 


"That's leaving a bad mark," remark- 
ed the outlaw, and stopped to gather 
in the trailing colls. He then proceed- 
ed on his way to the Eddy ranch. 


Arriving at the Eddy ranch. Goldfinch 
performed the Service allotted to him 
and soon informed the family who the 
visitor was. 
The night passed with- 
out any special happenings so far as 
the lad relates. In the morning .Tracy 
first made his toilet. A bath, and a 
shave were included In the morning 
makeup, the farmer and his men pro- 
viding soap, towels and water. When 
the men started for their work Tracy 
discovered that they were construct- 
ing an overhead rack in the barn for 
the fall crop. The outlaw decided to 
make himself useful and, divesting him- 
self of his Winchester and one of his 
revolvers, labored with the other men 
during most of the morning. He kept 
one revolver, however, in the holster 
by' his side, ready for Instant action. 
During the day the outlaw wanted his 
other weapons, which had. been left 
with his bedding and traveling outfit. 
He sent Goldfinch after the weapons 
and proudly-passed them around to the 
awe-stricken workmen. They were al- 
lowed io handle the weapons and in- 
spect them, but It Is said they took 
care not to have the muzzles of the

It was this very display of nerve 
that had heretofore made the outlaw 
apparently safe, that this time caused 
his ruin. Goldfinch, instead of being 
sufficiently terrorized to keep peace, 
soon spread the news and aroused a 
posse. 
When the sheriff with the body drove 
through Davenport hundreds of people 
followed up the street and crowded 
about tire wagon. By the time the fu- 
neral procession reached Stone's morgue 
the streets were crowded and from ev- 
ery corner could be heard "Three cheers 
for Lincoln county." The town was 
wild. The morgue doors had to be 
closed and the crowd was asked to stand 
back. A number were allowed to go 
in to see the body and that is when the 
trouble started. Every one wanted a 
relic and the most of them got it. for 
after a short time nothing was left hut 
the body and some even suggested that 
the body would be gone before mid- 
night. Some one even picked up the 
clotted 
blood-stained 
handkerchief 


which had been used by Tracy to keep 
from bleeding to death.

Many locks of his hair were 
carried away and in Rome places his 
head had been made bald. His trousers 
were cut into strips and before they 
were divided they were cut into smaller 
pieces. 
Many of Tracy's cartridges were di- 
vided among the members of the pnsse 
and those that could get at the buckskin 
sack.

IT CUBED THE DOCTOR. 


TRACY'S RECORD 


By Associated Press. 


Spokane, Wash, Augurt 6.—Harry 


Tracy escaped from the Oregon state 
penitentiary at Salem on June 0, In 
company with David 
Merrill, 
after 
killing four men, Frank W. Ferrell, G. 
R. T. Jones and B. F. Tiffany, guards, 
and Frank Ingraham. a convict, who 
tried to prevent his flight. On June 28 
Tracy killed Merrill near Napavine, 
Wash., shooting him from behind, and 
leaving his body In the forest, where it 
was found on July 15. On July 3, near 
Seattle, In a fight with a posse, Tracy 
shot and killed Charles Raymond, a 
deputy sheriff; B. E. Breeze, a police- 
man, and mortally wounded Neil Raw- 
ley, who died on the following day, and 
wounded Carl Anderson and Louie Sea- 
frit, newspaper reporters. 
Tracy committed many feats of dar- 


ing duririg his flight, In the course of 
which he eluded various posses when 
apparently surrounded, and held up 
numerous farmers jsvhom he forced to 
furnish food and 
clothing and 
by 
threats of murdering their 
families 
compelled them to cover up his tracks. 
Perhaps his greatest show of daring 
was displayed on July 2 at South Bay, 
near Olympla, when he held up six men 
and forced 
four, 
including 
Captain 
Clark of a large gasoline launch, to em- 
bark with him on Puget 
Sound and 
pilot him up stream for 10 hours. 
In 1897 Tracy 
murdered Valentine 
Hoge, a Colorado cattleman, nnd Wil- 
liam Strong, a boy, In the. same state. 
A total reward of $5,600 was offered 


for his arrest, Governor McBride of 
Washington offering $2,600 for his cap- 
ture, dead or alive. The state of Ore- 
gon offered $3,000 and a brother of one 
of the guards killed at the penitentiary 
offered $100. The rewards for Merrill's 
capture amounted to $1,500, which has 
been claimed by Mrs. Waggoner, the 
berrypicker, nnd her son, who found 
the body near their home. 
LIVE STOCK FOB WORLD'S FAIR. 
United States Senator Harris in 
Europe as a Special Commission- 
er For the Exposition.' 
World's Fair, St. Louis, Aug. 4.— 
United States Senator William A. Har- 
ris of Kansas is aboard the steamship 
Majestic on his way to Europe in the 
interest of the world's fair, having been 
appointed a special commissioner to or- 
ganize the live stock exhibit. Senator 
Harris has been interested many years 
In breeding cattle, particularly short- 
horns, in Kansas and he proposes to 
visit the principal stock breeders of 
the European countries before his re- 
turn with, the view of securing the best 
representation of fine domestic animals 
ever sent abroad. It is expected that 
the herds of King Edward of England 
will be secured for exhibit. These 
herds belonged to Queen Victoria. The 
varlpus live stock associations and Jour- 
nals will be asked to co-operate with 
him to bring about the most valuable 
results for the live stock interests. 
Canada has long been an exhibitor at 
the important live stock shows of the 
United States but such a thing as a 
large Importation of blooded stock from 
distant countries for exhibit purposes 
has-never been undertaken. 
Senator 
Harris is familiar with the live stock 
Interests of European countries, having 
been many times abroad for purposes 
of inspection and study, and under- 
stands tho possibilities in an interna- 
tional live stock exhibit. Not less than 
25 acres will be set apart at the world's 
fair for the live stock exhibit and $100,- 
000 will be expended in the construction 
of stock pavilions.

UNCLE SAM AT THE FAIR. 


Flans for the Big Exposition. Struct- 
ure Approved — An Additional 
Building for the Fisheries 
Exhibit. 
World's Fair. St. Louis, Aug. 4.-Plans 


for the United States government build- 
ing at the world's fair have now been 
approved by the official board of man- 
agers in charge of the government ex- 
hibit. James Knox Taylor, supervising 
architect of the treasury, has directed 
the preparation of the plans, which call 
for a. building 764 feet long, 243 wide at 
the ends and 175 feet wide In the central 
portions. The style is somewhat of the 
classic order, leap festive than the other 
exposition palaces. The center of the 
building will be surmounted by a dome 
100 feet in diameter, similar in charac- 
ter to the dome of the parthenon at 
Rome. The apex of the dome will be 
175 feet above ground. 
The main 
facade will be 764 feet long, with center 
and end pavilions connected by a colon- 
nade of Ionic columns five feet In diam- 
eter and 45 feet high, The central pa- 
vilion with the colonnade on each side 
will form a portico 15 feet wide and 
524 feet long. The interior floor area 
will be. 724x175 feet, entirely free of 
columns- The end parades will contain 
one central portico 250 feet long. The 
building will be of staff, a composition 
of plaster rerembling stone, and the 
exterior will be white. A magnificent 
color scheme has been derived for the 
interior. 'The government building will 
have an imposing site 50 feet above the 
principal exhibit palaces. 
A magnifi- 
cent flight of steps 100 feet wide wll" 
lead to the main portico. "Ramps," or 
sloping paths will furnish 
another 
means of reaching the building. Statu- 
ary will be freely used in adorning the 
building and its approaches. The esti- 
mate coat of the government building 
is.: $350,000 and $50,000 more will be ex-

".The following is' a 'timely article by 
G. C. Hewitt, a weUrk'nown mining en- 
gineer of this' city', upon the water 
problem' that is confronting so many 
mines of. the Cripple 'Creek district. 
The-. letter Is in reply- to writings by 
Messrs. Mudd and; Wilson, that have 
appeared in these columns on the same 
subject:

A Duty of Parents. 


A boy of 15 years of age,:who had suc- 


cesefully worked to 'the head of his 
class in a Hoboken grammar school 
and who was to have been the class val- 
edictorian, developed an affection of the 
heart, and after the examination was 
so exhausted that .'be. t^bk to his bed 
He was anxious for His diploma, and to 
please him in his sickness the schoo 
authorities made it out arid gave it to 
his teacher to present to him: but be- 
fore the teacher -reached his home he 
had died. And the reflection Is that 
this Is one of the tragedies of over- 
study and a testimony to the barbarity 
of a strenuous school system. Of this 
Individual case we know nothing; but 
of such cases in general It is not un- 
just to say that they are the tragedies 
of unreasonable parental ambition and 
testimony to the negligence and reck- 
lessness of fathers and mothers. It is 
an extraordinary boy who at 15 years 
of age determines of himself to go to 
the head of his grammar school class 
and to be valedictorian; and most boys 
can be implicitly trusted not to allow 
such an ambition to injure their health 
Teachers and parents and tasks, an< 
even the system, are usually futile il 
their attacks upon the boy's physica 
system, so far as study is concerned 
So when a boy who needs restraint does 
appear, nothing Is more obvious to a 
discerning mind than that the first duty 
is to restrain him, and that no paren 
can honorably shift that duty to the 
teacher, or put the blame for its non 
observance upon the course of study oi 
upon the school system. That, so many 
boys escape alive and well is proof suit 
flclent that a boy need not be killec 
by his school; but if the parent does 
not make sure that he is not being 
killed, who will? That is what parent 
are for—(Harper's Weekly.

storms were reported over the eastern 
slope, but the week in . general wa 
practically rainless. 
The week has proved very unfavor- 


able to crop advancement. The supply 
of water for Irrigation has steadily di- 
minished, and as only a few of the- 
oldest, ditches are supplied, the situa- 
tion -is generally regarded as serious. 
Harvesting of wheat and oats is gradu- 
ally drawing to a close; the yields con- 
tinue. fair. Corn and potatoes, which 
until recently were in excellent condi- 
tion, are showing the injurious effects 
of drought, and short crops .are indi- 
cated. 
Cutting of the second crop of 


alfalfa is still in progress. The ranges 
are for the most part in poor condition 
and becoming bare. The fruit crop re- 
mains In fair condition, and sood- ship- 
ments continue on-the western slope.
